is quite unprecedented, considering that native members of the Legislative 
Councils are appointed according to the pleasure of Government, and that 
there is no law requiring that they should be the true representatives of the 
people. The petition against Rajah Siva Prasad only shows unwarranted in- 
terference on the part of those who have made it. But though they have done 
something which they had no right to do, still the motive which has actuated 
them isnot bad. They are convinced that to consult the wishes of the people 
is the chief duty of the sovereign, and they are dissatisfied when any member 
of the Legislative Council, instead of giving expression to the views of the 
people, expresses his own views only. The petition in question shows that 
those who have made it are confident that Government will in the present 
case act just as one of their own sovereigns would have acted in similar 
circumstances. It further shows that the people of India recognize the 
importance of having their true representatives appointed members of the 
Legislative Council.
